"\\ ashiugton, D. C., Oct. 10.—Secretary Lansing drew up his col- 


lection of secret German diplomatic correspondence again today to 
shed further light upon what the German foreign office and general 
staff v.ere doing in this country while nominally at peace •with"the 
United States. 


Ho g^e to the public, without comment as usual, three brief 


.iablegiams disclosing that more than a year before submarine piracy 
drove America to war, the Berlin government was instructing Ambas- 
sador ^on. Bernstorff to arrange for destruction of Canadian rail- 
loads ami to use Irish Americans to carry on sabotage in their own 
countiy. They show too that von Bernstorff on his part was even at 
that early date seeking authority to support a campaign to influence 
congress.

Presidential Proclamation Orders Steps to Pre- 


vent Unreasonable Profits, Hoarding 


and Speculation 


Washington, D. C , Oct. 1 —Govern- 


ment control of food stuffs is extended 
to take in essentially all the essential 
articles of diet, by a. proclamation is- 
sued tonight by President Wilson di- 
recting tne food administration to 
license after November 1, the manu- 
facturer, 
storage, 
importation, 
and 


distribution of some 
twenty

commodities. Many small dealers are 
exempted as are farmers, who were 
especially exempted in the

law. 
' The move was forecast in a state- 
ment last night by the food adminis- 
tration, declaring it was necessary to 
prevent unreasonable profits and to 
stop hoarding and speculation. 


After quoting the food control act,

Washington, D. C., Oct. 10 —A gen- 


eral conference of the countij's coal 
operators at Pittsburgh October 23 was 
called tonight by J. D. Morrow, sec- 
retary of the National Coai associa- 
tion,' for the purpose, it was announc- 
ed, of helping the fuel administration 
avert a coal famine. 


Whether there will be a coal famine 


this winter depends, Dr. GarfielcJ, the 
fuel administrator, announced today, 
entirely on the extent of the demand. 
At present he said the fuel administra- 
tion has no figures to show what this 
will be. Production this year, he said, 
is running 10 per cent ahead of last 
J'ear and 23% per cent ahead of two 
years ago.

For Diphtheria.

CONSERVING THE FOOD SUPPEY. 


There has been a great deal said 


•.bout the conservation of the food 
supply in the United States, and there 
are unfortunately many who have 
looked with more or less ot derision 
upon the proposition, believing', ap- 
parently, that there is no cause for 
interference by the government, that 
we can eo along just as usual, eat- 
ing and wasting as we please so long 
as we have the price. A wiser sort 
understands that the price has little 
to do with it. It is the waste which 
counts and that whoever in thea« 
times of world-pinch, wastes anything 
is in a very evident fashion recreant 
to his country arid to the cause o£ 
humanity.

the dustbin.

omy carried to the point of absurdity.

TRAINS JTEET) WIREIjESS. 


Fine for :TJs« in Case of Wrecks and 


Holdups. 


A number of American railroads have 


experimented with, wireless Installa- 
tions on moving trains and exceptional 
results have been obtained in many in- 
stances/ the messages having been 
transmitted over distances of 75 to 100 
miles from the train while in motion. 
These considerations have led a New 
Tork genius, George Wall, to suggest 
that all trains traversing barren parts 
of the country such as the prairies of 
the west and southwest be provided 
with wireless apparatus, particularly 
for use in summoning police aid in the 
event of being held up by train rob- 
bers. 


Albeit, this is not such a far-fetched 


idea at that, as we read quite often 
of a train being held up, even in this 
latter age ot enlightenment and civili- 
zation. 
As the unsettled regions of 


the country are becoming rapidly popu- 
lated, at least to a fair extent, and as 
mounted police are to be found at 
relatively short distances in practically 
every part of the United States, the 
suggestion seems very logical, and un- 
doubtedly when the present war situ- 
ation has passed away the leading- rail- 
roads will foresee the distinct advan- 
tages and facilities provided by install- 
ing radio-telegraphic sets on all trains 
passing through unsettled parts of the 
country. 


Not only will the radio prove excep- 


tionally valuable in many such in- 
stances as that here illustrated, but it 
has already proved of extreme efficacy 
in the handling of trains. It may In 
this way often be the means of avert- 
ing a serious train wreck, especially 
when severe storms have caused bad 
washouts along the line and dismantled 
the telegraphic and telephone wires. 
One eastern railroad, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western, has tried out 
a wireless train installation with excel- 
lent satisfaction, and found it of great 
practical use in the dispatching of 
trains during the winter months, when 
severe storms had demolished part of 
the'communication wires.—[Electrical 
Experirn enter.

NO SHORTAGES ANTHRACITE 


Tonnage Greatest This Xca* Than Ever 


Before in History ot I*rqducaon. 
Reports just compiled lor the Rail- 


roads' War board indicate that unless 
something 
unforeseen 
occurs 
the 


amount, of anthracite coal transported 
by railroads this year win exceed the 
tonnage of any previous year by a con- 
sdierable amount, according to the re- 
ports which, show the operation of the 
mine anthracite railroads. 
The ag- 


gregate anthracite tonnage transported 
by these roads during the eight month 
period, ending August 31 this year, 
was 7,668,380 tons more than in the 
same period last year, an increase of 
17.18 per cent.- To produce this in- 
crease the anthracite roads carried a 
gross tonnage of 53,291,445 tons .from 
the mines in the past eight months,'as 
against 44,623,063 tons tor the first 
eight months of 1916. 


The increase for .the month ,of Au- 


gust alone this year.over August, 1916, 
was 1,583,609 tons, or 18.35 per cent 
The July increase was 24.38 per cent 
and the June increase 25.24 per cent. 
The per "cent"of Increase for the. Dela- 
ware and Hudson is practically the 
same as that for the other roads. 


These figures indicate that recent re- 


ports to the effect that there has been 
a severe curtailment in the production 
and distribution of coal are incorrect. 
The "anthracite roads" include the 
Delaware and Hudson company, Phila- 
delphia and .Keading railway, Lehlgh 
Valley railroad. Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, Delaware, Lackawanna 
and "Western railroad. Pennsylvania 
railroad, Erie railroad. New Tork, On- 
tario and Western railway and Lehigh 
and New England railroad.

the repercussion of Ihe sanguinary hat- 
tie of the Somme made Itself felt. Ger- 
many was really undergoing a contin- 
ual wearing out process In order to 
face—with losses of unforeseen magnl- 
tuder-the danger which threatened her 
everywhere oil the enormous front of 
the- unique battlefield, which stretched 
from the North sea to Riga and to the 
Balkuns. She was obliged if> make a 
prodigious effort since June, 3916, to 
form 38 new divisions (of which It Is 
true only seven were complete, the re- 
mainder being formed by a levy on the 
units already existing), while from Au- 
gust, 1014, to June, 101C, she bad only 
formed 50 divisions. 


These formations were only created 


by utilizing to the utmost limit all the 
reserves, by the calling up of those re- 
covered from their wounds and the 
young classes, and by diminishing the 
number of battalions in the regiments 
and the number of regiments In the di- 
visions. The method of supplementing 
the lack of soldiers by murderous war 
materials of the highest order did not 
solve the problem, as the construction 
of 
this material 
requires 
strong, 


healthy arms; to this end, then, and to 
meet other industrial or agricultural 
necessities Germany did not hesitate 
to trample once more under foot the 
International conventions and proceed- 
ed to the exploitation of prisoners of 
war. 


In • •word, at the end of 1916 the 


powerful German military machine was 
already broken and shaken to its 
fundamentals.

\" Peace overtures not having come to 
a suceessfrl Issue, it seems that Ger- 
many decided on a war plan, the three 
iprtncjpal points of which, we must re- 
Imember: 


I Development of submarine warfare.

'which were to be ready by March 15. 
. ~ Organization behind the lines of the 
fortified position known as the Hin- 
'denburg line, which was considered, 
impregnable. 


i "We will not here attempt to deter- 
Imine :;to" T/hat point of efficiency the 
iflrst part of the plan has been .brought; 
jit does not, however, appear that Ger- 
imany can ever obtain decisive results 
iby her submarine warfare,-which on 
the contrary Involves her in heavy ex- 
jpendlture of men and materials. 


i The second part has plainly failed: 
;13 divisions only hnve.been formed up 
ito the present.

The third part of the plan :did doubt- 


less at the beginning meet, with full 
measure of success. The HIndenburg 
line, on which during many months 
thousands of soldiers and even prison- 
ers worked persistently, as well os the 
men and women of the invaded district, 
[was tt masterplace of fortification ; cer- 
Italn strategic works will remain as 
models In the history of modern war.

: f'Hindenburg Line Damaged. 
The object of this lino was to guar- 


antee a necessary respite for the re- 
'organlzatlon of the Germany army and 
for an effort on other fronts by oppos- 
ing an impassable obstacle to the 1m- 
jtnlnent offensive of. the Fjench and 
[English. 
The famous "spontaneous 


jfalling baclc" of the German forces on 
Ithls line proves to what a point of ex- 
haustion they had come. 
; The Anglo-French forces did not fol- 
!low this dilatory method; In April they 
itook up n vigorous offensive and. dans- 
aged the Hindenburg line In several 
jlaces. 


This battle of the Alsne and of 


Champagne (April 16 to May 1C, 1017), 
which will go down to posterity as one 
of the most sanguinary battles of the 
war, 
not only assured to the allies the 


conquest of the positions—the Impor- 
tance of which was indisputably rc- 
vcalod by the fury of the battles and 
counter-attacks—but.lt had n consider- 
able effect on the military situation 
und the German military strength. 


On the Verdun front from February, 


1910, to February, 1017, Germany hud 
.engaged 50 divisions and a half, 14 of 
which went'to the front twice and six 
throe times. 


From April 9 to Mny 11,1917, I. e.. In 


one month only, S-t divisions were 
massed by the Germans on the Aisno 
und Champagne front. Seveu of these 
divisions were said to hiive been 
brought up twice.

Anglo-French troops amounted to:

Of the 43 fresh divisions brought up 


by the Germans to the French front, 
from 
the beginning of April, and 


which constituted the supreme strategic 
mass, that which was to tender possi- 
ble the famous "Hindenburg surprise," 
there remained only ten divisions in- 
tact in July. Four-fifths of 11u» German 
reserves had been thrown into the fur- 
nace; the ambitious plans announced 
with great bluster in the German press 
during the winter of 1910-17 hnd nil 
come to nothing. Italy invaded, Tctro- 
gnul and Odessa taken, as well as Dnn- 
drk, Calais and Boulogne. Hie army of 
Siilouic'a driven into the sea, etc. • 


The Recent Offensives. 


And suddenly in August, 1917, came 


the new allied offensives; there was 
tlio successful battle of Flanders nml 
the Kngllsh surrounded Lens. 
Thr- 


French, shattering forever the dream 
of Verdun, wli'.fh cost the German em- 
pire so dear, thrust back the army of 
the crown prince In a few hours to Its 
former linos. The Italians mntle a for- 
midable advance toward Trieste, seiz- 
ing more than 20,000 prisoners from 
the Austrian rout. And on the Rnltlc 
front HIga still held. 


The above efforts certainly had fur- 


ther effects on tho Gornmn reserves. 
For instance, during tho course of the 
German defeat of August -0 on the 
Mouse n reserve division was annihi- 
lated. Irony of fate ! H was the Sixth 
division of Brandenburg, particularly 
popular nnd particularly hold in high 
esteem by the knisor—the same di- 
vision, or rather what remained of it, 
which reached Dounumont on Febru- 
ary 25. 1916. •ghlck event was liernld-. 


ed with so much bluster In th» whole 
German press. 


One of the peculiarities of the abofe- 


mentloned German defeat was the pro- 
portion of officers captured; out of 
0,700 men there were 201 officers. Now j 
during the offensives or TJltJ tne allies 
only took 208 officers out of 11,000 
men. 
We have here an undeniable 


proof of the diminishing value of the 
German army and of the waste In the 
officers' ranks. 


Allies In Far Better Case. ~™ 


To the data given above It is easy 


to make the following objection: If 
Germany has suffered losses which 
seriously compromise her reserves, Is 
It not the same or even worse with 
the allies? 


First of all, It Is not worse. The 


allied front is not BO vast, and It has 
been proved, moreover, fhat In their 
method of fighting the Germans use 
more men, either because their gen- 
eral staff professes a certain contempt 
for what it calls "human, material" 
(let us not forget the hecatombs of 
the Tser, of Verdun and the Somme) 
or because they persist -In the effi- 
ciency of attacks in massed formation. 
But then these tactics seem to be nec- 
essary, because the German soldier, 
taken Individually, does not possess 
the qualities of "go" and Initiative 
which distinguish the French, us their 
morale Is not always good and also 
because the best units have depreciat- 
ed little by little since they selected 
from their ranks the elite elements of 
the famous "shock troops" (stosstrup- 
pen). 


And meanwhile time is passing. Be- 


sides her interior problems, which are 
becoming daily more aggravated, Ger- 
many has to solve a real crisis in the

wearing out of her military strength. 
"SJitteleuropa" Is not. whatever one 
may say of It, a fairy country which; 
escapes the laws of natural equilib- 
rium ; a single glance at the map Shows 
that her reservoir of men must mathe- 
matically—even with equal-losses-roe 
dried up more quickly than that of the 
allies, which Is. being continually re- 
filled from all the corners of the globe. 


The Oriental fronts may momentar- 


ily bend, but In any event they con- 
sume thousands of men,-and the mor 
ment will come when the famous "Gen- 
eral Winter" will begin his terrible of- 
fensive from the Baltic to the Black 
eea. 


United States Counted On. 


And all this time, the United States, 


with invincible- determination and 
methods, is preparing fresh1 armies 
whose military qualities, organization, 
training and equipment will before 
long be the admiration of the whole 
world. 


Normal opinion cannot therefore but 


logically concur In the opinion recent- 
ly escpressed by Judge B. H. Gary, 
president of the United States Steel 
corporation, In the press: "In :any 
event it Is only a question of time be- 
fore the allies must be successful." 


Time is working for us. From 1914 


to 1917 France has built up, from the 
Yser to the Marne, before Verdun, 
Nancy and Belfort, the wall in the 
shelter of which they have set to work. 
The Important point Is that tha wall 
holds; it held its own before a formid- 
able Germany when It was still but a 
weak protection; before a Germany 
growing weaker every day It is holding. 
It will hold until the moment when the 
concentration of the allied and Ameri- 
can forces brings about the supreme 
offensive.

"I have seen the trick of making a 


plant grow from a seed before the

A curtain is 


placed around the vessel and then re- 
moved, and the plant shown expanding 
•and growing. 


'. "Somewhat more difficult to be skep- 
tical about, however, are the perform- 
ances of the Hindu ascetics, and some 
of these are possibly the results ol 
religious fanaticism. I know of the 
'case of a man who lay 14 years on a 
bed of spikes. That is, he was snid 
to have lain there 14 years. Eventual- 
ly, of course, he died of his sufferings. 
I saw the man myself, and there was 
no reason to doubt the tales of the 
length of time of his torture. 


"I know also that the stories of men 


going into a cataleptic state and being 
buried are true. The tongue is pulled 
out as far as it can be pulled and 
then turned back Into the 'victim's 
throat and he becomes unconscious, all 
animation being apparently suspended. 
He is buried, and after remaining in 
the ground for a period as long as 
three months in some cases, he is dug 
up and resuscitated. 


"The theory upon which these tor- 


tures are endured is that our separate 
existence is a mistaken notion and 
that.only by asceticism is it possible 
to overcome the mistake and realizf 
unity with all things. 
The teaching 


which has been evolved by the Hindu 
ascetics is very beautiful and very at 
tractive for a certain type of mind 
but it is after all nothing but a font 
of atheism. The Christian religion i! 
spreading rapidly in India, espectallj 
among the lower classes and we hav< 
great difficulty In taking cure of th< 
converts. Among the higher classes it 
is spreading, too, although formal as 
sent to it is slow on account of th( 
severity of the caste ostracism'whict 
follows conversion. The English gov 
eminent hns the country well in bane 
and it would seem that the country ii 
destined for n very rapid developmeni 
both In Christianity and democracy.

That it does not pay to use cheap 


Iron screens on any building more 
valuable than a chicken house, Is the 
opinion of Dr. J. D. Walters, profes- 
sor of architecture and drawing in the 
Kansas State Agricultural 
college- 


Persons erecting new dwellings should 
equip them with screens that will last 
many years, he says. 


"An average two-story house 'con- 


tains upwards of two dozen openings 
that should be screened," ea^d Doctor 
Walters. The best screens are made 
of a strong -white pine sash and a cop- 
per wire screening. Another grade la 
made' of fir lumber and a screen ma- 
terial made of a composition callet 
white metal. The cheaper grades are 
made of yellow Southern pine and C 
•red with common Iron wire screening 


"The first screen named is rather ex- 


pensive on account of the high price 
of copper, but it does not need to be 
painted, and should last 12 years. The 
iron wire screen, oa the 'other hand, 
will rust out the firsj season and rare- 
ly lasts more than two or three years. 


"A screen door should be made with 


a" hardwood sash and should be pro- 
vided with the best kind of sprinj 
hinges and* a knob lock. There ehoulc 
be sufficient cross rails and cros 
braces In it to prevent sagging. The 
window screens are usually fastened ai 
the top by cheap black varnished butts 
and are hooked at the bottom •with a 
cheap hasp and staple."

WILL TRAIN CITY MANAGERS 


Kansas State University Establishes 


.Course Which Is First of the 


. ' 
Kind In This Country. 


Kansas Is preparing to 'establish in 


Its "state university a- four-year course 
In city management, the first of itt 
kind to be established in the country. 
When a man, or a woman either, is 
graduated from this course he will 
have had thorough training in every 
department of city affairs except poll 
tics, p.nd will go out to help run cities 
as a trained man goes Into a factory 
or business. 
Prof. F. W. Blactannr, 


•who is head of the economics depart- 
ment and has been Instructed to pre- 
pare the details of the course, had this 
to say concerning the need for such a 
school : 
•..-•:- 


"IJo man' can manage H business tra- 


less he has a thorough understanding 
of its nature. The man who manages 
a city ought to be as experienced as 
an engineer, or a teacher. Why can- 
not -universities train men for manag- 
ing cities as well as It can for other 
professions? That is what we propose 
to do. The course of study for train- 
ing city managers should be about one- 
half the ordinary classroom and lec- 
ture work and the rest laboratory in- 
vestigation Into the actual needs of 
municipal operation." 


Pretty Exterior Finish Effects. 


Beveled siding, shingles and brick 


are used to finish the exterior of many 
houses now. The combination of these 
materials does not produce a patch 
finish, but they harmonize beautifully. 
The brick are used in the foundation 
walls from grade to the sills, and in 
the porch' railing wall. 
„ The sides of the house are finished 
with beveled siding up to the second 
floor, and with shingles the rest of the 
v?ay to the roof. If the shingles are 
stained some fairly dark tint and the 
beveled siding is painted some light 
color or white, with the window sash 
dark, the effect produced is .very 
pleasing.

Ages of « and 13. 


Assuming that this leter is now 


being read by some boy or girl old 
enough to go to school but still young 
enough to be called a "kid" (by those 
who don't know any better) let us 
begin by asking the question, "Is it 
wrong to tight." 


Kvery boy or girl with civilized par- 


ents can answer that question. 


It is not to be answeied by "yes,," 


or "no." 


It we say "yes," we admit at once 


that our old friends, George "Wash- 
ington and U. S. Grant, were depraved 
characters, because they fought and 
then kept on fighting. 


If Buffalo Bill once upon a, time 


rode out across the plains and came 
upon a band of Indians attacking a 
settler's cabin and went dashing up 
with h!s scouts and killed a few red- 
skins, is there any boy in the world 
who would go back on Buffalo Bill 
and pick out some quiet, elderly real 
estate dealer as a substitute hero? 


It's too foolish to talk aljout. 
Suppose we say it is not wrong to 


fight. Then v.'e remove all blame from 
the Indians that Buffalo Bill killed 
and we ilnd ourselves so mixed up 
that piobably we had better back up 
and take a new start.

For Diphtheria.

A practitioner 
gives bis experience in nine cases 
where the plain buttermilk was used 
five or six times a day. He believes 
that the diphtheria organisms were 
displaced entirely after three days.
